Four weeks ago, the Kinsmen Club 
started a fund raising campaign for the 
Canadian Cystic Fibrosis Foundation and 
they are now three quarters of their way 
through the campaign. The Kinsmen 
based their campaign on the amount of 
weight that the members of the club could 
lose in a’six week period and sponsors 
would pay for the difference in their weight 
from March 3rd to April 11th. These last 
four weeks have seen a lot of the 
deadweight within the club disappear, but 
the serious weight reduction has not yet 
begun. . 

Many of the members started out with 
big plans of reducing the food intake and 
increasing the amount of exercise they 
received, and for awhile this worked. 
Many of them have reported substantial 
weight losses of around fifteen.pounds, but 
their resolve has been weakening lately. 
They have all been planning to go into last 
minute crash diets to really make the 
sponsors pay, and one‘member suggested 
that he hoped to raise around $500.00 from 
the sponsors. ‘I have been sponsored for 
about $20.00 a pound and at one time I had 
lost fourteen pounds.” This Kinsmen 
admitted to-a moment of weakness in 
which he may have gained back about Six 
of those pounds, so his sponsors may not 
have to worry too much: However, he is 
planning on making up for lost time in the 
next couple of weeks. : :

charge too much for the majority of 
to be able to afford the piece. So I make one 
hundred pieces and deal in volume to keep 


the price down.”” When she makes 100 


rings, she goes through each individual 
step as required, so she cuts, files, sets and. 
polishes everything and ends up with 100 
pieces of jewellery. The night that I 
arrived for the interview, Lindsay had 
many pieces of her jewellery on hand 
because she was still working on the 
orders that she had received from New 
York. Normally, she would have very little 
of her work to display because they are 
having trouble keeping up to their orders. 
After seeing Some of her work, it is easy to 
see why. 

Jewellery has been of interest to Lindsay 
since her school days. She has always 
liked to wear. jewellery, so when she was 
younger she would buy it for herself or 
give it to her friends as presents. She once 
took a course in lost wax casting which has 
been the basis for her business, but shv 
insists that if people looked at the price o! 
jewellery more carefully, they would 
become much wiser investors. ‘I am 
amazed at how willing people are to pa:. 
high prices for luxuries.’ She claims tha! 
people go out and pay extremely high: 
prices for engagement rings, because it i- 
a diamond ring, and it is actually a vers 
poor investment, The way diamonds are 
cut varies occasionally so diamonds do 
actually go out of style. There art 
definitely exceptions to this rule (like the 
Hope diamond) but, she thinks that too 
much ~sentimentality tends to close 
peoples’ eyes to the exhorbitant prices that 
they are paying. 

“My prices are so competitive because 
I shop around for the best deals that I can 
get on materials plus I have no shop as 
such, I do much of my own work, I don't 
have to worry about signs and my tools are 
very simple.and functional.” She uses a 
‘grinding wheel with a motor from an old 

- cream separator, and jewellery pliers, the 
rest of her tools consist of things that the 
ordinary handy person might have. She 
also does all of her own stone work which 
makes all of her jewellery truly hand- 
crafted. She works with semi-precious 
stones such as malachite, tourquoise, 
coral, lapis, (which comes directly from 
Afganistan) jet, tiger’s eye, ivory, as well 
as abalone, tortoise shell and various 
different kinds of sea shells. Most of her 
jewellery is very simple but she is capable 
of making very intricate and expensive 
specially made items. She had a dragonfly 
on a chain with the dragonfly measuring 
about two and one half inches in length. 
Much attention had been paid to the detail 
of this piece of jewellery and of course it 
would be more expensive than hér normal 
work. 


Lindsay hopes to be able to give her: 


jewellery more local exposure this year 
and she is planning on showing at the 
Belleville market which will have a craft 
show this summer. Hopefully some of 
these artists who are beginning to get some 
international exposure will bring the 
reputation and the people to the area.

* Co-operative Solar Greenhouses Nurture 


_— Hydroponic FarmingInArea

There is:a tide rising in the Hastings 
area and it isn’t just the spring runoff. It’s 
‘the wave of thesfuture in agriculture, 
according to one of the couples involved 
with the local eddy. _ “e 

Graeme and Shirley Brownlea have had . 
a lot to do with starting this new venture. 
They are a young married couple living on 


_ ga scenic acreage on the Rusaw line, a few 


miles south of Hastings. Together with a 
roup of interested rural people, they have 
ormed a co-operative attempt at hydro- 
ponic agriculture with their first effort 
concentrated on the raising of tomatoes. 


~ At the present time there are twenty 


people committed: to the venture, 10 
couples, but others are invited to join in 


‘since in agriculture, as in any other 


_ business venture union gives strength. . 


The idea is for each unit to build its own 
Dasara on privately owned property : 

ut to share knowledge, buying power 
‘and marketing strength, especially mark- 
eting strength since big chains such as 
Dominion stores require large shipments 
of 8 tons or so of produce a week. 

‘The Brownleas have: agreed to,put in 
their greenhouses first- two of them 14’ by 
27’. They had hoped to have them erected 
by April 1 but with snow still on the ground 
they are now aiming at Apr. 15. 

The design of these greenhouses will be 
unique to this area. They will be 
solar-heated and while this is not a new 
idea, they are using a design drawn up by 
a retired Roseneath professor, Dr. Les 
Emery. He has been working in 
Bh fede as one of his many agricultur- 
al interests and has combined a lot of new 
ideas into his greenhouse design. ‘ 

Mr. Brownlea explained how the plan 
would work. A_ greenhouse’ with its 
transparent area is a natural solar 
collector, for,a solar collector is 
essentially a pahe of glass with a metal 
backing and a space between (air or 
liquid) to take up the heat. The idea in Dr. 


Tomato Seedling in BR-8 Cube 
Emery’s design is to place a rock bed 
beneath the greenhouse with tubes 
running through the bed. By passing cooler 
air through, hot air will be emitted at the 
opposite side. Fans will be used to bring 
the hot air into the greenhouse in wiriter 
and outside in summer so as to maintain 
the temperature at the required setting. 
Continental Hydroponics, a Toronto comp- 
any, and John Foster, a Warkworth man 
who already has an established hydro- 
ponic greenhouse. 

At first they estimated that the price of 
installing a greenhouse would amount to 
from $20,000 to $22,000 but with- their 
combined buying power this has been 
brought down to $16000. Mr. Brownlea 
says they have had no difficulty in 
financing their venture with the bank 
seeing that hydroponics 1s definitely 
considered to be the trend of the future 
and bankers are quick to spot the means to

a quick return on an investment. Indeed, 
from seed to tomato ready for market the 
hydroponic process requires only 50 days 
and each greenhouse will average 100UIDs. 
a week. One of, the big advantages is the 
little- labour involved. The work for two 
greenhouses can be done by two people 
working 600 hours a year. 

I went to see Shirley and Graeme at 
their modern home overlooking the sunny 
area chosen for their enterprize. They 
have no experience of greenhouse 

ardening but they have read extensively 
rom every. possible source, and were able’ 
to describe the process in detail. The 
greenhouse itself is prefabricated of 
plastic by a company in St. Catharines. 
After delivery, it can be erected in about 


' five days. One of their group has prepared 


a wooden mold and in this they will 
manufacture their own fibreglass trays 
for planting. These trays will be filled with 
aggregate stone, liquid consisting of 
water and nutrients, will be added, about 
100 gallons for each tray. The Solution is 
held in a central collector and pumped into 
the trays for ‘one minute every three 
minutes. It is then returned to the 
cofector about one minute in thirty. The 
solution must be tested every day and 
nutrients added when adjustment is 
required. } 

The seed is purchased in cubes known as 
BR-8, provided by a nursery. Within three 
weeks, the seedlings grow to from 4 inches 
to 6 inches. They are then placed in the 
aggregate and the first tomatoes can be 
picked three weeks later. : 

Besides the picking 0 
care of the solution there is little labour 
except for pollenizing of the plants. This 
must be done manually since it is not 
feasible to turn bees loose in a greenhouse. 
An electric device similar fo an electric 
tooth brush is used to go from blossom to 
blossom. 

The Cooperative will not be competing 
with Canadian gardeners. The idea is to 
provide tomatoes for the off-season and to 
compete against tomatoes from Mexico 
which are picked green and ripened in 
ethylene thereby producing the rather 
tasteless specimens to which we have 
been accustomed in winter. When asked 
how the hydroponically raised variety 
stack up in taste, the Brownleas were 
emphatic in their assertion there was no 
comparison with the imported or regular 
greenhouse varieties. And natural food 


enthusiasts can have no objection either. 


Any plant must use chemical nutrients to 
grow and what . objection the 
naturalists have to chemicals has centered 
on the placing of chemicals in the the soil 
thereby upsetting the soil’s natural 
balance. In hydroponics the plant is given 
the exact amount of ingredients it requires 
for optimum growth and health, resulting 
in bigger and better-tasting tomatoes. 
Traditional greenhouses have been used 
only on a limited scale in Canada since it is

difficult to keep the system going witn soll 
methods and the resulting tomatoes are 
made too expensive for economic sale. So, 
this is a help-Canada venture through and 
through. : 

In order to avoid the diseases to which 
the plants are susceptible from bacteria 
entering the greenhouse, such as verticil- 
lium and fusarium, the public will not 
be permitted to enter the buildings. 

Both of the varieties the group intends to 

raise are Canadian developments and 
good for regular gardens as well. The first 
is known as a determinate and is called 
Sub-arctic Maxi. It was developed first in 
the Ukraine for northern use arid is a 
large-size tomato especially good for the 
hamburger market. The drawback of the 
determinate variety is that it reaches 
fruition and then stops bearing but the 
tomatoes may reach 1% lb. in size. A single 
plant will give 25 lbs. a year. 

On the other hand, the indeterminate is a 
vine that keeps on growing indefinitely. It 
is strung up to the roof and as the lower 
branches stop bearing, is looped down tor 


* easier picking. The Vendor is the type they 


will use -and it was developed by the 
Vifieland Horticultural Resources Insti- 
tute. It is a smaller size than the Maxi but 
is considered the no. 1 hydroponic tomato. 
There is a point where the vine is 
considered past its best, in about three 
months and after 35 Ibs. have been 
harvested, and then it is replaced. 

Mr. Brownlea foresees the hydroponic 
method as the coming thing for all types of 
farms. Within 10 years he believes the 
farmer with his present 200 plus acres will 
run the same farm on 25 by feeding 
in exact quantities the chemicals to his 
crops which they would naturally take 
from thé ground and with no pesticide 
sprays required. 


Hastings area farmers will be erecting as 
soon as the weather permits. 


Best of all, a hydroponic gardener can 
look forward to at least four week's 
vacation in a year in between seasons. 

Graeme Brownlea is at present a 
landscaper who must commute to Oshawa 
to carry on his profession. I asked about 
his choice of this pleasant acreage so far 
from his work and he said his interest in 
the area started back before he purchased 
the land in 1973. He was then representa- 
tive in Central Ontario for a Bramalea 
sporting goods store and .when relatives 
bought property in the neighbourhood, 


both he and Shirley decided this was the 
place for them too. The sporting 
goods firm subsequently folded and he 
went into landscaping with a neighbour 
working in Oshawa. Then came a happy 
-meeting with Dr. Emery, they became 
friends and he learned about the system 
the professor developed along with others- 
a system on a large scale more complicated 
then the former small unit. ; 

At first Graeme shrugged off the idea, 
but early this year he got hold of some 
figures and became interested as the idea 
began to make sense and he saw the 
viability of it. He talked with others and 
found a few farmers who were becoming 
disillusioned with the dairy industry, and 
together they organized their présent 
group of 10 husband-wife couples. 

They are still wide open for Canadian 
involvement and anxious for others to join 
them. Their co-operative is to have a name 
under which the tomatoes will be sold and 
this is soon to be decided. 

The group meets often to share 
knowledge and new ideas. Twelve 
greenhouses are already decided upon and 
more planned. If you are interested in 
finding out more about the scheme, the 
Brownleas invite your inquiries.

using the following methods: 1. re duction 
of active treatment beds; 2. preventive 
medicine; 3. district health councils. 

The reduction of beds is not so much a 
numerical reduction in beds as a shift of 
patients to cheaper types of care such-as 1) 
chronic care beds, 2) nursing home beds, 
and 3) homecare. (outpatient surgery and 
earlier discharges). 

Chronic care beds are hospital beds in a 
separate part of the hospital which require 
fewer speciali¥ed services, less nursing 


are, therefore, cheaper. These beds are 
used.for patients who have recuperated 
from the acute phase of their illness but 
who still require services of a hospital and 
therefore. are not ready for discharge 
home or to a nursing home. Under this 
concept. the length of hospital stay may be 
the same, but the use of cheaper chronic 
beds for part of. the stay not only saves 
money, but frees the expensive acute care 
beds sooner with the result (theoretically) 
that you need fewer of them. 


Is Health Care Spending In Ontario. Too High? 


provincial medical plan with much the 
same idea as chronic beds because both 
active and chroni¢ beds are being 
backlogged with nursing home patients 
due to financial or social consideration. All 
nursing home care is not covered, only 
those, patients requiring nursing care for 2 
to 2% hours a day. This part of the plan has 
not worked very well as almost all patients 
in nursing homes are being covered. As the 
beds filled up, the backlog resumed. The 
chronic and acute, beds are holding patients

care (but more than in nursing homes). and 
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It's enough to make grown men weep. isn't it? 

Years ‘ago when farmers were fighting to form market- 
ing boards, most of the so-called free enterprisers in this 

» province pooh-poohed their efforts and did everything 
possible to scuttle them. 

Few. major daily newspapers, as I recall, came out in 
favor of marketing boards. I can remember one farm 
reporter 20 years ago ripping up a copy of the Ontario 
Farm Products Marketing Act in disgust. He could not 
believe that such powers could possibly be given to an 
organization in this province. He actually fought against 
the orderly marketing of tobaceo, would you believe! 

Those of us-who remember the first days of the hog 
marketing board with its great growing pains and the 
milk board’s hard-earned successes know how difficult it 
was to get these radical ideas accepted, ngt just by the 
public but by many farmers themselves. I can recall an 
old, bow-legged dairy farmer, a good one, slamming his 
gnarled fist on the table in frustration against the milk 
board's decision to take over the pick-up of milk. 

But these same marketing boards are accepted in the 
darndest circles these days. 

For instance, at the 13th annual marketing seminar 
sponsored by the Rural Learning Association, two key- 
note speakers said they supported collective marketing. 
They weren't just ordinary speakers — you don't get just 

' ordinary speakers at one of Vic Morrow's seminars — 
they were self-admitted free enterprisers. 

Lorne Almack, an industrial engineer and a manage- 
ment consultant with the well-known firm ef Price Water- 
house Associates, gave solid facts and figures to back 
marketing boards. 

“Let's start with the charge that marketing boards re- 
strain international trade and impose high, non-competi- 
tive prices on Canadian consumers,” he said. ‘‘What are 
the facts? Twenty years ago when there were no market- 
ing boards, Canadians spent 25 per cent of their dispos- 
able income on food. Today they spend 19 per cent, less 
than any other nation in the world.”’

He told the 135 delegates at the seminar that if any com- 
plaints’ should be levelled against marketing boards it is 
that they have failed to lobby effectively for protection of 
their industry. 

Even more surprising were the statements made by 
Frank Warnock. president of M. Loeb Limited. ,the firm 
which controls all the IGA stores in Canada. one of the 
big five in the retatl food-selling chain in this country. 

He frankly admitted he was against the basic concept 
of fixing prices by artificial means. 

‘*However, we live in a very real world where compro- 
mise is frequently the best. if not the only. course open 
to us...but in defence of fixed prices within such pro- 
grams I have to say that I consider many of them to be 
not only desirable but, in fact.essential. he said. * 

The thrust of multi-national companies into Canada an 
the formation of Canadian conglomerates brought an in- 
crease in purchasing power and financial strength to 
those companies and this “‘made it mandatory. in my 
opinion, that-farmers unite to match this strength.” 

Right on, Durango! = 

Those are heart-warming words from a free-enterpriser 
like Frank Warnock. Or: “‘The formation of marketing 
boards was essential to the survival of the type of farm- 
ing community required in a growing Canadian economy. 

Wow! Double wow! And wow again! 

Hear, O farming community. these words of wisdom. ° 
Cherish them. And when the going gets tough and con- 
Sumers are snapping at the ragged pass of your ants. 
remember those wérds of comfort from a couple of free- 
enterprisers who realize the value of collective market- 
ing. Ve 

Use those words to assuage the vitriolic throats of your 
aggressors. And use them, too, to mollify the members of 
your own organization when they falter in the ranks. 

As I have said before, marketing boards are far from 
perfect but until somebody comes along with a better 
idea, stick with them, friends.

reverse is true. Large urban areas now do 
what Madoc used to do. Long time 
residents recall the dairy, bakery, movie 
theatre, sash and door maker count- 
less other small industries. that once 
flourished here. They and the jobs that 
went with them have gone and we now lack 
the economic and politicial leverage to 
demand them back. 

But. how do we pull ourselves up with 


only mafginal farmland forests, mining, 


energy and tourists assets? 

In the past, cheap oil (which is really 
cheap labour in disguise) has favoured the 
growth of large scale centralized enterpris- 
es. These enterprises can produce most 
primary, products, manufactured goods 
and even commercial services more 
economically than this area can. This is 
because their high turnover permits them 
to use large machines which can efficiently 
and economically use this ‘‘cheap liquid 
labour’ instead of expensive human labour 
or renewable energy. Thus, the dairy in 
Kingston, with it’s high volume, can pay 
the cost of transporting milk to and from 
Madoc and still undersell a local dairy. In 
summary, there is no room for small towns 
in a cheap oil based society. 

I think the brightest prospect on the 
Hastings horizon lies in the fact that the 
era of cheap non-renewable energy (gas 
and uranium) is rapidly coming to an end. 
Canada became a net importer of oil in 
1975. Alberta’s conventional oil reserves 
will be exhausted in about 1S years. It 
seems inconceivable with energy prices

doubling every three to ten years, that we 
will continue unnecessary, expensive, 
energy-wasteful practices like having our 
milk Seige ae in Kingston or our bread 
baked in Toronto or our strawberries 
shipped from California or our houses 
sided with aluminum from B.C. or our cars 
powered by oil from Saudi Arabia, when 
cheaper alternatives exist. As the price of 
oil rises, human labour, and labour 
intensive renewable energy sources (both 
of which we are well endowed with) will 
begin\to replace this cheap oil. 

Cheap oil has left us in the virtually 
economic position of an Indian reservation. 
It will once again be profitable to bottle 
milk in Madoc, not Kingston; to build with 
dressed logs or stud walls insulated with” 
cellulose and roof with cedar shingles 
which. we have,. rather than asphalt, 
fiberglass, polystyrene, polyurethane, 
polyethylene, vinyl and ‘aluminum which 
we do not have. These energy intensive 
products will become affordable every- 
where. High transportation costs will 
compel goods, services and cultural 
facilities to be available in Madoc instead 
of Belleville as was once the case. It will be 
cheaper to mail the movie to Madoc than 
transport the audience to Belleville...and 
so on. 

The forest industry has perhaps the 
brightest future. When oil becomes 
prohibitively expensive, the only liquid fuel 
available will be alcohol distilled from 
waste wood products - which exist in 
quantities sufficient to fuel. our entire 
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transportation industry for the indefinite 
future. The waste heat from this process 
could be used.to kiln dry lumber, heat a hot 
house or a district heating system, or 
provide some industry with low grade heat. 

Wood heat combined with passive solar 


houses could meet the space heating 


requirements of all new housing, both 
urban and rural. (The best passive solar 
houses can be heated with the amount of 
wood a typical urban dweller keeps in his 
garage for the fireplace). 

Similarily in agriculture. With farmland 
in Canada being paved over at a rate of 100 
acres a-day while population grows at two 
per cent per year, it is estimated that in 
about 15 years we will be unable to fee 
ourself. Farms with 50 acres or prime land 
will no longer be discarded as ‘uneconom- . 
ic’. Furthermore high oil prices will mean 
that more farm inputs will be produced on 
the farm. Crop rotation will replace 
synthetic nitrogen fertilizer. All of this 
means that more land and more labour per 
acre of land will be needed to produce 
Canada's food supply. Food dollars will go 
to farmers instead of oil refineries. 

There is no doubt that the energy picture 
is changing - to the benefit of areas with 
ever-renewable resources. I’ think it is 
about time to shed our ‘‘fifth wheel’” image 
and start seeing ourselves once again as 
fundamentally wealthy.

‘ Bill Vankoughnet will represent the 
Hastings-Frontenac Federal Progressive 
Conservative Party in the next federal 
election. Conservatives of all rank and 
stature converged on the North Addington 
High School in Cloyne on Sat., April 8th, to 
find a replacement. for Mr. Doug 
Alkenbrack. Mr. Alkenbrack had announc- 
ed earlier that he would not seek 
re-election this year and this set off a flurry 
of activity among the rank and file of the 
party who wanted to replace the retiring 
leader. Approximately four hundred and 


_ twenty-five voting delegates were expected 


to make an appearance at Cloyne along 
with about one thousand spectators, who 
were obviously not disappointed by the 
results of the nomination. 

This riding is an extremely big one and 
this encouraged a large ‘number of 
candidates to seek the nomination. The ten 
nominees were: Brian Reid, Gordon 
Bennett, James Stoness, J. Graham 
Strong, Norm Williamson, Nan Whitlaw, 
Noble Trusdale, James Bennett, Arthur 
Edward Ross and William John Vankough- 
net. The general consensus before the 
casting of the ballots seemed to be that 
around four of the candidates would 


gradually emerge as the people to beat, but g 


this was not the way that it worked out. 
The speeches of the candidates did not 
establish a clear cut winner because many 
of the topics were the same with a few 
minor details to distinguish one speech 
from the other. All were concerned with 
the Trudeau government; all were 
concerned with the employment problem in 
Canada; all were concerned with the way 
that farmers have been treated; all were 
concerned about a better climate for small 
business and industry.

It was chaired by Dawn Smrke-Surbey, 
co-ordinator of this energy office. Most of 
the people present have either built models 
or full scale solar energy devices, and so 
their interest and experience is not just 
theoretical. 

Dave Smith, science teacher at BCI 
suggested that the meeting begin as a 
brain storming session. Most of the ideas 
centered around two themes: inspiring an 
interest. in the possibilities of solar 
exploitation by exhibits and discussions ; 
and encouraging a research and experim-: 
ental involvement of Students, through 
poster, essay and demonstration contests. 

Mr. Smith, who taught a very successful 
Solar Energy course at Loyalist last 
winter, suggested the demonstration 
contest and offered to formulate the rules 
and objectives more clearly and distribute 
them to Belleville area high school science 
teachers, who should have copies in 4 
week or two. Essentially, what will be 
required will be to raise a given quantity of 
water to the highest temperature or the 
boiling point, in a minimum of time using 
no more than a specified area for solar 
energy collection, Prizes will be offered for 


the best performance, and the mos 
innovative design, and will be open t 
competitors from public and _ private 
schools. 

During solar energy week severa! 
exhibits will be manned around town by 
interested knowledgeable people. The 
public will be offered a chance to see 
collectors that work with air and water, as 
well as parabolic surfaces, and solar 
cookers. The people who made these 
devices - some have solar heated water ir. 
their homes, and one even has a passively} 
heated solar home - will also be availabl« 
for discussion at ‘‘An Introduction to Sola: 
Energy’, at 7 p.m. on May 3 at the 
Community Conservation Center. (Call 
613-968-7283 for information). 

Members of the Moira Photography 
Club will be filming some 10 Solar Heating 
units installed in and around Belleville 
And science teachers from BCI and Moira 
will be putting together a slide show for 
use during the solar week. The public that 
attends the ‘Introduction to Solar Ener- 
gy’’, on Sun., May 3, will be invited to visit 
various Belleville area installations and 
talk with their owners, and in some cases 
builders. 

The week is not t- que to Belleville - in 
cities all over the world, various clubs and 
organizations are sponsoring similar 
events. During the Tuesday meeting, }t 
was suggested by Bill Slavin, a retired 
science teacher. who heats his hillside 
workshop with heat from the sun, that if 
enough ligt were interested he would 
work -for the establishment of a local 
chapter of the Solar Energy Society of 
Canada. That night he collected 15 names 
of people who wanted to join. More 


information should be available soon ai the 
Community Conservation Center. 

This center will also be organizi: 
various workshops in the coming mont 
on energy related topics: hydropon « 
insulation, solar and wind energy sour. 
and interested poeple should leave ‘ 
names with the center to be sure they \ 
be informed of these upcoming dates. 

Dave Smith has a very interesting si\ 
collection which he uses during lectur: 
and he has offered to organize speakers | 
local service clubs. He feels that this sol. 
information and feasibility should b 
communicated to the adult and busines 
community, who after all, are the ones wh« 
are most able to take these ideas seriousls 
and act on them. Interested clubs should 
contact Dave as soon as possible so as to 
try to have these presentations before the 
Solar Week, so interested members can 
follow the solar week activities. Dawn 
Smrke-Surbey can put you in contact with 
Dave. 

During thé week several films will be 
shown, depicting the major solar install- 
ations in Canada, and the Community 
Conservation Center has also gathered 
together a large bibliography of Solar 
know-how books, which though they can't 
go out on loan will get you started with 
addresses and titles to write for. There is 
also an interesting hydroponics exhibit. 
which will be growing all summer 


demonstrating an important gardening 


alternative. Combined with the additional 
wind and insulation exhibits, the Com- 
munity Conservation Center is a very 
interesting place for anyone to visit who 
has an interest in energy and its efficient 
utilization.

Puppy Boredom

Eating feces 
can mean a dietary problem especially in 
the case of an older dog; it can be caused 
by a diet too high in carbohydrates. If you 
suspect this is the case, your veterinarian 


_can give you some trace mineral to add to 


the dog's food and this should help. 

In either case, pick up the feces 
immediately you notice it is there and in 
the case of the young puppy, tell him it is 
wrong but make sure that he is never so 
bored again that he has to do this.

Rivendel 


Of Lifestyle With Professionalism 


By ELIAS WAKAN 

When driving along Concession No. 5 of 
Huntingdon Township in Hastings County, 
one’s attention is drawn to a strange new 
building that started appearing last June. 
The fact that it is.often referred to as the 
Solar House reflects the interest in energy 
utilization shared by its builders, It is the 
first landmark put up by an energetic 
/young group calling their community 
Rivendell. Mike Rutland, who designed 


the building, and his cousin, Nick Holmes, 


speak with open pride and joy of the 
accomplishments of the last year. 

Nick was an Aerospace Engineer from 
England, who came via Montreal to join 
his cousin in the beginning stages of 
Rivendell’s construction. The building 
faces south, and has massive concrete 
walls two feet thick which serve to store 
solar heat collected during the day. These 
walls took six months to pour, the mixing 
being done by hand in a quarter yard 
mixer. Nick figures he lost 50 pounds in the 
process, and both he and Mike look as if 
the hard work suited them well. 

At 32, Mike has travelled widely, and 
before coming to this area he had a very 
successful design firm in Toronto. 

‘Frequent trips to the Bahamas were the 

norm, and he wonders what could have 
induced hifn to leave that lifestyle. It 
wasn’t just a desire to ‘“‘get back to the 
earth’, though Mike is the first to admit 
that he would rather work on a farm doing 
construction or working in the garden than 
go back to design work. Nor was it a 
rejection of his old lifestyle, as is 
evidenced by the continual flow of old 
Toronto friends who come on weekends to 
help with the work. Rather, it was the 
desire to work out another kind of life, a 
kind of sufficiency within the community 
and an economy of movement. 

Right now the group at ‘Rivendell is 
researching their ongoing livestock in- 
volvement. ‘Rabbits are the first animals 
they are raisifig, but in order to determine 
the feasibility and extent of their future 
involvement, Nick is reading everything 
available on the cost analysis of rabbit 


_ raising. He feels that the use of the rabbit 


excrement as fertilizer will by itself justify 
the hutch as the cost of their feed is about 
the same as the cost of an amount of 
fertilizer equal to the animal’s ofal. Of 
course there is the added cost of housing 
‘the animals, but they will be using the pelts 
in high class couterier, and the flesh is rich 
in protein. Instead of buying food pellets, 
they may find it advantageous to grow 
turnips and other greens for the animals. 


Besides reading Nick is also talking to” 


local professionals to try to gain a 
balanced view, and these local rabbit 
raisers have been very helpful. 

Susan Beckett has been researching 
poultry production, and as a reult 
Rivendell ordered 200 chicks last week: 
The chicken house isn’t up as yet, but it 
will be ready by the time the birds arrive. 
Susan has been a professional singer and it 
is only typical of Rivendell that she is 
branching out into a totally new area, but 
in the way you would expect a professional 
to, sifting through much material and 
distilling a report and formulating a 
recommendation for the group to act on. 

The first priority for the group right now 
is planning the garden and _ livestock 
shelters. Besides the rabbits and chi¢kens, 
you will be able to buy your pork from 
Rivendell, After doing his homework, 


- Mike advised that they buy about 20 pigs, 


then on. a recent trip to Montreal Nick 
-eceived orders for 16 hogs in the fall and 
and additional 50 rabbits a week trom a 
Chinese restaurant. They plan to double 
the earlier order, and may end up getting 
as many as 50 pigs. 

After the animals are housed, construc- 
tion on the house can continue. The house 
as it stands is only part of we building 
complex already approved for construc- 
tion. In. this. first phase there is a 
vreenhouse, which will eventually supply 
a ood deal of the house's heating needs, 
besides most of the winter vegetables. The 
South walls of the building are sloped to 60 
degrees in order to be most effective in 
catching the winter solar radiation, and 
the huge mass-of the concrete construction 
already is very efficient al storing the 
sun's heat. The auxiliary heating system is 
propane, which could conveniently be 
converted to methane when a suitable 
methane digester becomes ay ailable, even 
further reducing their demand for outside 
energy 

A swimming pool is slated.to be the next 
addition to: the house. It will be indoor, 
covered with a type of vinyl pillow that lets 
mostof the sunlightin, yet has a resistance 
tw the reverse flow of heat of about R4. The 
pool will have a simple solar heating 
system using plasue (PCV) pipe, and will 
be a spartcularily suitable addition to a 
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Rivendell is till under construc- 


tion, although much work has 


Solar House as it will also serve as a large 
efficient heat store. 

Much of the house’is innovative and uses 
construction techniques that are not 
considered standard in the house building 
trade. Mike and his friends have used old 
barn beams for much of the structural 
support, and have cantelevered the second 
floor out. over the greenhouse. ‘And of 


course the two-foot thick walls are unheard * 


of in this area, but it is partly this feature 
that makes it possible to almost completely 
eliminate the need for ductwork. The 
ventilating and heat distributing systems 
are not complete as yet, but even now 
without even one foot of ductwork or any 
fans installed the house warms up early in 
the morning and the auxiliary heating 
system doesn’t start coming on until 
several hours after sunset, a perfect 
example of a passively solar tempered 
house. 

When the house was in the planning 
stages, it engendered various reactions, 
from the CMHC head architect and 
planner who said it was a great plan and 
perfectly reasonable in sve of its novel 
features, to the inspector w. \ didn't feel 
capable of evaluating the plans and who 
insisted on an engineer’s stamp before he 
could approve the house. But on the local 
level the house has been well received by 
practical people who can see that, ‘‘Mike 
must know. what he is doing”’. 

Now that phase A of the building plan is 
largely complete, with only some exterior 
caulking, sheathing and interior ventilat- 
ing to complete, the Rivendell group is 
furiously studying their priorities, talking 
to and working ‘with local 
developing their plans and strategies for 
livestock. Several local partnerships have 
emerged, benefitting the whole commun- 
itv. Hugh Williams, a professional hair 
dresser in Belleville, cuts many local 
heads of hair from his Rivendell home, 
saving long trips to Belleville. A 
neighbour with some veterinary experl- 
ence, innoculates local animals, including 
the Rivendell dogs, Gandalf and Thorin 
Oakenshield, plus the rabbits in the hutch. 

They are organizingl a food co-op, 
supplying hard to get city Yoods locally and 
shipping back fresh farm produce. The 
garden portfolio is being researched by 
Mike's parents who expect to move.to the 
farm from Ohio. They were one year from 
retirement and planning to buy a mobile 
home to travel around the States 1n, until it 
was suggested that they move {tO join the 
community at Rivendell Instead of the 
mobile home they bought a heavy duty 
station wagon that can be expected to 
serve Rivendell for many years, and thes 
are researching standard and new 
agricultural methods. Their first report 
concerned .an important labor saving 
method of (growing potatoes, laying the

been put in-already; walls. took 6 


seed potatoes right on the ground and then 
keeping them covered -with old hay. 

Before Mike’s parents arrive next year 
though, Linda and Nick are expecting the 
newest member of the community to 
arrive in July. Last summer Linda was 
helping to mix and pour the concrete but 
this summer before the baby comes we 
can expect she will take up lighter chores. 

Rivendell seems an ideal place to raise a 
child. The name of the community was 
taken from Gandalf’s last home in’ the 
third book of the Lord of the Rings. One 
senses the presence of healthy fantasy and 
childish playfulness here. And many 
winter days were spent tobogganing the 
trails that crisscross the 45 acre farm, and 
moonlit midnight rides are held in the 
highest esteem. 

At the same time Mike says that he finds 
it convenient to think of life as a business, 
and hence the concern with energy 
utilization. Areas of interest are expanded 
into responsibilities to the group for 
research and recommendations. Files are 
made and kept handy for group reference. 
The library is large and contains a 
comprehensive technical section that 
friends and neighbours are encouraged to 
use. 

Living close together produces its own 
tensions and minor conflicts which must be 
dealt with skilfully in order for the group to 
have already done so much. Much of the 
credit for the work already done at 
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months to pour. 


Rivendell is due to the sensiuvity they teel 
for the need for communication within 
themselves. They have many business 
meetings, to discuss priorities and plans, 
but when a personal situation arises that 
must be dealt with, everyone gives 
themselves a half hour to find their own 
center and sort out just what their own 
feelings are. Then they get together and 
openly: exchange their feelings, anger. 
hurt, resentment or whatever was the 
cause of the problem. 

Of course these situations never have 
- their source in just one individual »but are 


usually caused by a grouping and series of 


misunderstandings. old: sensitive hurts, 
tiredness, or even something impersonal 
like the weather. Once the problem is aired 
and feelings are exchanged, the tension 
dissolves and everyone is brought back 
into an awareness of what they are really 
on about. 

Besides the importance of efficient work. 
playing is a big part of life at Rivendell. 
Susan Beckett was once a: professional 
singer, and her musical talents are greatly 
appreciated in the community. High is a 
guitarist, and severé 1er instruments 
are played regularily here. Right now the 
‘Pinnacle Playhouse is the recipient of 
Rivendell talents. Mike, 


managed Toronto's Global Village theatre 
for four years, is designing and making 
sets for a current production; while Nich 
and Hugh are both contributing their

One of the most natural and spontaneous 
aspects of children in the preschool years is 


“their incredible capacity to learn. Like 


sponges they soak up quite anfazing 
amounts of what they hear and see. That is 
why it is so very important that we as 
parents take proper advantage of this time 
to gently guide our children to making the 
very most of this unique time in their lives. 

Clear speech is a vital early ac- 


. gomplishment which will help children all 


of their lives. Children who Speak easily 
confidence can then communicate easily. 
This leads to an-early start in reading and 
in turn to all academic subjects. 

Since young children learn mostly by 
imitation it’s only natural that they will 
pick up any careless speech habits of the 
adults around them. Take the time to talk 
to your children carefully and clearly, don’t 


- mumble, or compete with a blaring radio or 


look somewhere else while talking to them. 
Make sure they can see and hear you whiie 
you are talking to them. Help them 
pronounce the harder words or new words 
and don't encourage ‘‘babytalk’’ because 
it's ‘cute’. It’s really mispronunciation 
and they will continue to mispronounce if 
Mommy and Daddy start to use it. 
Beyond this, if there is any one word 
which we as adults should try to eliminate 
from our language as for talking to our 
children is concerned that word is ‘‘nice’’. 
Most of us can be lazy in our speech and it 
is therefore hardly surprising when our

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children. who can only learn by imitating 
what they hear, pick up our careless habits. 
This really begins to show when children 
reach school and begin to write stories. 
According to many teachers “‘nice’’ is the 
only descriptive word kiown by many 


children and they use indiscriminately to 


describe every person, place and situation» “~ 
Try going a whole week not using **nice’'/ 


when speaking to your children. It will be a 
real challenge for both of you. You will 
have to use your imagination and exercise 
your patience since not all words will be 
understood the first few times. But during 
the course of the week they will hear lots of 
new words and will begin to understand 
the meaning from the context and the 
expression on your face. They'll also get 
enormous pleasure from trying to roll these 
longer words off their tongues. 

.. Here to start you off are just a few words 
Which can replace ‘‘nice’’: attractive, 
amusing, admirable, amazing, beautiful, 
brave, colourful, charming, clever, delight- 
ful, delicious, extraordinary, elegant, 
enormous, fascinating, fantastic, fine, 
gorgeous, interesting, immense, jolly, 
lovely, marvellous, mysterious, magical, 
original, peculiar, pretty, quaint, rivetting, 
tremendous. Have fun!

we had to maneuver through numerous 


lobster trap buoys, proof that these waters 
were a rich source of food for man as well 
as the avian residents. The traps are 
removed at the close of the lobster fishing 
season and are only encountered at the 
beginning of the touring (June 15-Oct. 15) 
season. 

Since these isolated, rocky islets are a 
recognized bird sanctuary, it is forbidden 
to land or go ashore, thereby disturbing the 
nesting birds. It is not necessary as the 
launch moves fairly close the cliffs, and, 
particularly with the aid of binoculars, you 
are able to observe quite well. ae 

This was a pre-season run in tricky 
weather, but already a good variety of 
birds had arrived and were setting up 
shop. 

Pairs of common puffins could be seen 
near the entrances of little caves and 
burrows while others were noted hurtling 
over the waves on hunting forays. 

These little charmers with their 
multi-coloured half-moon bills and tuxedo- 
like attire are a particular favorite with 
birders. The islands are near the southerly 
limit of the puffins’ summer breeding 
range. 


Cormorants were the most numerous 
species as they peered out from ledges, 
and their distinctive serpentine necks and 
heads were clearly outlined against the 
skyline atop the cliffs. 

Stately murres were observed standing 
like military sentinels on ledges, but 
neither. Mills nor myself recorded a single 
gannet. 

These large and graceful seabirds are 
seen in great numbers. on Bonaventure 
Island off the Gaspe in Quebec and have 
made an excellent recovery following 
almost totaly annihilation from over-hunt- 
ing by seafarers and fishermen in earlier 
times. 

The gannets did appear shortly 
afterwards and were a common sight on 
subsequent tours throughout the summer. 

Twice we caught fleeting glimpses of 
grey seals as they subjected us to cautious 
scrutiny in return. Previous years had the 
occasional pilot whale in the area. 

While deer are sometimes spotted from 
the cruiser ashore, you are almost certain 
to see the majestic bald eagle. Always a 
thrilling sight, bald eagles are quite 
‘common along the Great Bras d'Or.

I have been watching the changes in legislation which 
favor giving something to a farm wife if a marriage 
breaks down and I'm in full agreement with these 
changes. Alberta's Matrimonial Property Act makes a 
lotofsense. ‘ ! 

The act’ came about when a rancher’s wife was turned 
out of her home after a lifetime of work with her husband 
without a thing to show for the blood, sweat and tears. 

The act in Alberta proposes a property settlement follow- 
ing a marriage breakdown that will follow 19 standards 
which will be decided by a judge and take into account 
‘any fact or circumstance that is relevant.” Various 
women’s groups are fighting for an even split in property, 
50-50 regardless of circumstances. 

I do not know which would be fairest but I am absolute- 
ly convinced that changes in the law had to be made to 
give farm wives a better chance. They work like slaves 
in most cases and deserve a better break in our courts. 

I would ‘like to see more pictures of both husbands and 
wives when accolades are handed out to farmers in weekly 
newspapers. You can bet your barn britches that, in most 
cases, the farmer's wife hada great deal'to do with her 
husband's success whatever type of farming he has chos- 
en. 

I spoke at a county federation of agriculture annual 
meeting not too long ago.

We live in a computer age where jobs 
and ‘professions change so much in ten 
years that a person who hadn't kept pace 
wouldn't be able to cope. New jobs are 
born, Others disappear altogether. 

Clive Peacock works in a medium that 
has remainéd essentially the same since 
ancient times. ‘‘Except for tools that make 
it a little bit easier the craft has remained 
thé same since day one when the Egyptians 
first put lead on some crudely coloured 


_ glass. 


Stained glass has become a good deal 


-.more sophisticated since then, but the 
advances have been in design and quality 


rather than craftsmanship» A look at the 
tiffany lamps that Clive specializes in 
makes that obvious. Certainly they offer 
one of the most beautiful ways to light and 
decorate a room. 

Clive described in detail the way he went 
about making his lamps, using one he!was 
working on, a ‘do me’’ lamp as an 
example. 

First you start with the design. ‘'I make 
my own or get them out of books; then ] 
build them on mathematical equations. 
You have to know how long a piece has to 
be if the height wanted is 16 inches . nd it 
has to be put at such an angle. You have to 
sit down and figure it out. You can’t just 
put them together and hope.”’ 

‘Even then there can be problems. The 
vlasscan take only so much pressure and if 
the angle’s wrong, the glass will crack.’’ 

When this is tigured out, Clive makes a 
glass template, from which he cuts the 
pancls- each lamp wiil have ten to twelve 
vertical panels. The lamp he was working 
on had 12 and altogether, came to 156 
pieces. . 

‘It takes me a day or two to cut the 
glass, depending on the glass. Harder 
glass, such as opalescent may take me two 

days to cut; softer cathedral glass takes 


~ less.”’ 


After the glass is cut, it is ground in 
order to accommodate the bending of 
panels. . . 

The vertical panels are then assembled 
with grooved lead- lead, grooved on both 
sides for the horizontal joins and u-lead, 
grooved on one side for the outside of the 

panels. : 

Panels are then assembled by flux and 
soldering (flux, one of the few modern 
innovations, allows the solder to. flow). It 
takes 15 minutes to a half an hour to 
assemble each panel- more time at first, 
less as you get the trick of the particular 
design. : 

“The panel is then bent to the 
predetermined curve- it has to be precise, 
becguse otherwise your panels can be way 
out from each other or from the desired 
design.”’ “~ 

Once the panels are bent, they are 
assembled in halves six- to each in this 
case. More shaping- pushing and bending- 
brings it to the desired shape. Finally the 
two halves of the lamps are soldered. 

An added touch that Clive uses is tack 
soldering the inseams in order to make 
them light-tight. After this the crown is 
assembled and attached. Finally 1 inch by 


‘an ‘ath inch steel bar is soldered into the 


crown, All the electrical wiring is attached 
here and it supports the wieght of the 
lamp- 12 to 20 pounds- when it is hung. 

Clive makes four kinds of lamps- two 
different ‘‘classic’’ lamps, a dome and a 
‘tulip’ lamp. 

Clive learned his trade while working at 
the Sunrise Glass Works in Tweed two 
years ago. He was responsible there for 
working out the. mathematics and_ the 
designing the prototypes for new models. 

For his window designs, Clive goes to 


- books. ‘It takes too long to sit down and 


design windows."’ He's also interested in 
window restoration work and will presently 
be bidding on some work. down in 
Brighton. 

‘*Stainglass restoration is fairly straight 
forward; you tear apart the window, clean 
off the glass, reassemble, resolder and 
regout (or putty) the .window.”’ Most 
restoration work becomes a necessity when 
the window begins to bow because the lead 
or the iron supports that hold it, give way. 
“There is no way of replacing these 
windows for nearly the price you can 
restore them- you can't even insure them 
at that. New glass would cost around $8.00 
a square foot alone; and the work would be 
e month compared to two weeks’ 
restoration;

_ Hospital Administrator says 
Quality Of Care Suffers With Restraints... 


By PAT.REDICAN 
‘Most hospitals have reduced beds, cut 


staff and pared internal funtions, teaching 
progranis- everything: to the bare ‘bones. 


The staff has to work harder for less - 


money. After four years of restraints its 
impossible that anyone wouldn't believe 
that we've received a budget increase of 
3.3 per cent and weshave to deal with an 
inflation factor of 8 per cent and the 
Ministry of Health has indicated that this is 
not the end. We'll be asked to tighten up 


_further in 1979...1980...1981. Its going to get 


worse before it gets better.” 
The man speaking is Richard Quesnel, 


- administrator of the Campbellford Memor- . 


ial Hospital and someone with firsthand 


. -knowledge of the “restraints’’ that have 
steadily forced hospitals to reduce beds, 
staff and services over the last four year. 


‘As administrator, it’s his responsibility to 
oversee the budget and to ensure that the 
hospital operate within the money for 
Campbellford, $1,216,895 in 1978-79- that 
they are alloted by the Ministry of Health. 

Ks his statement reflects, Mr. Quesnel 
believes that the hospitals and specifically 
the Campbellford Hospital have come to 
the point where quality of service has been 


and will have to be sacrificed in order to 


meet budgets. ; 

‘At this point we're seriously examining 
the health services we provide and 
matching up the most needed services to 
the best uses of money. Our concern is 
more for the coming year than this. year- 
the percentage increase for 1979 is skimpy 
and the pyramiding costs of inflation tend 
to catch up with you after a while- you. can 
only squeeze so much; something drastic 
willl have to happen.”’ 

“Under continuing restraints there is no 
way of mainigining quality efficient 
services; service is not as efficient as it 
was four years ago. Standards will 
continue to slip as long as we continue to 
« cut services and staff. We cannot expect 

pRyaiclane employees or the public to be 

appy in a continually restrained. opera- 
tion.” 

Mr. Quesnel feels that he has been lucky 
with his staff. ‘‘The employees have been 
extremely ufderstanding and haye assist- 
ed considerably in making any changes 
work,” but he also feels that the continual 
tightening of the belts ‘has been more 
difficult on employee moral.’’ And, 
according to Mr. Quesnel things will get 
more difficult for them in the future. 
‘“There’s no way that staff wages and 
salaries will continue to keep pace with 
inflation in the next few years.” 

As far as the physicians are concerned, 
Mr. Quesnel feels that they are ‘“‘the single 

_ group with the greatest influence on 


hospital costs.’’ Through them the patients . 


are admitted, treated and only a physician 
can decide if a patient is well enough to go 
home.”’ 

There is ascertain natural tension 
between a doctor's training and respons- 
ibility and the budget. ‘‘A physician is 
trained to focus on quality of care to take 
into account what's best for the patient not 
what’s best for costs. He is expected to 
carry: out his practice according to a 
patient treatment standard not govern- 
ment-hospital costs.”’ 

Still Mr. Quesnel believes that doctors 
have co-operated with the reduced budgets 
to a great-extent; ‘They're using almost 
all the facilities available to them to avoid 
excessive costs.” 

In some. ways the greatest problems 
hospitals have come from the public- 
because of the public’s lack of understand- 
ing of the healthcare system. Partially this 
has to do with the fact that the public has 
come to expect certain standards of 
healthcare from the days when the health 
budgets seemed limitless, it also has to do 
with OHIB and the fact that people are no 
longer paying directly for the services they 
receive. 

‘The public misuses some facilities at 
the hospitals- its a matter of opinion, for 
example, What's an emergency- often 
what a patient considers worth coming to 
the emergency department. for a doctor 
might not. Also people feel that because 
they're paying their OHIP premiums, 
they’re entitled to so much care. But what 
they're not paying for through their OHIP- 
and OHIP represents a very small 
vercentage of costs- they're paying for 
hrough their tax dollars. 


One effect of the restraints is that it has - 


ld the hospitals to rely more and more on 
donations. “If a hospital exceeds its 
budget- not through mismanagement but 


through pure cost has to take the money — 


from somewhere. Each hospital has to have 
its own reserve. We've been fortunate in

not having to go over budget. But just to do 
things like buy certain equipment means 
needing that sort of money. 

The hospitals are net allowed to solicit 
funds except in the case of building 
program. “All we can do is gratefully 
accept donations form estates, memoriam 
fund...” 


Mr. Quesnel has been in Campbellford 
three years. Prior to that he was Sudbury. 
Originally from Manitoba,-he has training 
and educational background in_ both 
business administrations and_ hospital 
administration. He originally came to 
Campbellford because of the job, but is 
happy to be in “‘a very beautiful area. I like 


the area and the community. I like the 
hospital and feel I'm making a contribut- 
ion to the community.” 

Mr. Quesnel has been through the three 
stages of hospital when they were 
privately owned, when they were run by 
board, and when they came under the 
Ministry of Hea at the turn of the 
decade. Were things better then 

“It was different but in many ways just 
as bad.’ There was tighter control of 
budgets if anything. People weren't geared 
to the same level of medical care- the 
advances in medical science weren't 


there. Of course the inflation factor wasn't 


as great-.and you could run your own 
institution without accounting to as man) 
bodies.” 

Mr: Quesnel is at the centre of a 
complicated beureaucracy whi¢h admin 
isters the hospitals. ‘I’m accountable on 
all sides. Above me is the hospital board 
and the ministry- advising me on oné side 
are the physicians; on the other side I have 
to be accountable to the employees. And 
finally, of course I have to be accountable 
to the public.” 

The hospital board is made up of 
interested citizens who wish to make a 
contribution to the community in that area; 
between the hospital board and _ the 
ministry is a district hospial board, which 
‘‘is given more and more responsibility by 
the ministry every day.” This of course 
has given another level of responsibility 
for Mr. Quesnel to deal with. Has it helped 
or made things more difficult? ““They don't 
have any money either. They're in the 
same position we are.” 

All in all the job puts him in a position 
that more than once he called. “‘impos- 
sible.’’ Administrators are meant to be 
qualified to handle these sort of problems. 
But after’ a while everything becomes 
question marks. What keeps him going in 


‘this sort of position? “By and large, 


hspital administrators are dedicated to 
their task.”’ 

Obviously as a man doing a difficult job 
in difficult time, Richard Quesnel is no 
exception. 


While Government Calls For 
-Reprioritizing of Healthcare System’ 


A few days before I talked to Mr. 
Quesnel in his office at the Camphbellford 
Memorial Hospital, Ontario Minister of 
Health Dennis Timbrell was speaking to 
the Financial Post Conference on Health in 
Toronto. 

Much of Mr. Timbrell’s s h dealt 
with the role of the hospital in society; I 
have precised it here because I think it 
offers the government’s view of the 
restraints and as such might allow more 
insight into a very complex problem. 

After noting that, in many ways- due to 
advances in medical treatment, training 
and equipment- the system ‘“‘had never 
been healthier,’’ Mr. Timbrell went onto 
say that the allocation of financial 
resources within the healthcare system and 
the internal pressure of the government 
from other priority areas- energy and the 
environment-- as well as the need to 
stimulate the private sector were all 
putting pressure on the government to 
rationalize the healthcare system. 

Essentially, according to Mr. Trimbrell 
too much money and expertise had been 
invested in the hospitals. Here are the 
reasons given: 

1) People see medicine as a crisis 
situation with ‘‘the image of the dedicated 
professional, working among his collea- 
gues, cool and confident in a crisis setting, 
using the most advanced techniques and 
medicine’; actually, Mr. Timbrell says, 
this is only an important small part of 
healthcare, but has been over-emphasized. 

2) People believe that healthcare 
advances are solely responsible for our 
healthier life-longer life expectancy etc.-4n 
fact much must be attributed to sanitation, 
housing, nutrition, Mr. Timbrell says. 

3) Physician training was unnecessarily 
hospital-oriented; it should be broader. 

4) “Civic Pride’? led communities to 
invest. more-easily available capital in 
high-technology hospitals based on these 
‘*myths’’. 

Mr. Timbrell went on to point out that 
medicine is dealing with different needs 
than it once did, There is the need for more 
preventive medicine- in the way of better 


nutrition environment etc; also as the 
population as a whole ages, more and more 
chronic care- for which hospitals are very 
expensive alternatives- is needed; thirdly 
where the big threat was once contagious 
diseases- smallpox, polio- it is now chronic 
degenerative diseases- cancer, cirrhosis- 
which have not so far responded to medical 
technology and therefore have become 
very expensive to deal with. 

Finally, Mr. Timbrell argues that the 
individual must take more responsibility 
for his own care- and not simply by going to 
the doctor or the emergency department. 
According to him, a third of the population 
of Ontario - 2.6 million people see a 
physican in a month. This Mr. Timbrell 


says reflects a lack of individual 
responsiblity in many cases. 
Mr. Timbrell ends by calling for three 
things: 
1) containment of costs by ‘‘squeezing 
money out of the present system to finance 
alternatives. 
2) conversion of the system by having more 
day-surgery, out patient clinic and other 
less expensive alternatives to traditional 
hospital care. . 
3) redeployment of resources- putting more 
money into homecare and chronic care. 
A fourth and most important point } 
public education to diet, exercise 
environment etc. 


Local Doctor Casts Doubts On 


Lower Costs Of 
Preventitive Medicine 


Part Il of 3 part series by Dr. E.S. Mendum 
Preventive Medicine is the govern- 
ment’s new means of reducing health care 
costs. While it is an excellent. way to 
increase the health of the population it is 
doubtful that it will reduce costs. 
_ If this area of medicine can be upgraded, 
it can bring nothing but benefits to the 
population at large. It includes areas such 
as immunization, health screening and 
lifestyle changes. 

Immunization has come to be viewed as 
necessary for children only. This is not 
true. Adults require boosters for tetanus 
and polio approximately every five years. 
Also required is annual immunization 
against influenza for adults with chronic 
diseases such as: diabetes, asthma, 
chronic bronchitus, emphysema, heart 
disease or high blood pressure. As can be 
easily seen if these suggestions are 
adhered to it will help improve our level of 
health but will not reduce cost. 


Health screening is a valuable tool to 
identify diseases early and thus to prevent 
complications. This is particularly true of 
hypertension which has a very high 
probability of stroke. 

Although early detection of diabetes. is 
preferable, it has not been shown to 
prevent all of the complications of the 
disease. Even the numerous forms of 
cancer can be controlled or cured by simple 
tests such as biopsy of suspicious bumps or 
bumps and screening procedures such as 
the pap smear. Health screening is at 

resent under utilized and would definitely 
improve health care. I would increase costs 
but it would be money well spent. 

Lifestyle changes would be the most 
effective means of increasing health and 
reducing premature deaths and disabil- 
ities. 

The most important change would be the 
elimination of smoking. The one bad habit 
causes more death and disability than most

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SEV ERANCE AND THE LAW 

rom the time this area was first opened 
ip to private ownership more than a 
entury ago, a land owner had the right to 
.ell his property either in whole or in such 
parts as he saw fit. That right was to many, 
4 basic right of ownership if a free society. 

As often happens, the exercise of one 
right grow more and more to be abused 
and to interfere with the rights of others. 
Property owners in some cases went too 
‘ar in dividing lands so as to get the best 
financial return from their property even 
at the expense of creating undersized or 
unsuitable lots. Lakes and rivers became 
over developed and the continual creation 
of new lots caused existing lot owners to 
fear that their right to enjoy their sites 
would be jeopardized by crowding and 
pollution. 

In order to control unrestricted subdiv- 
ision of land in Ontario, The Planning Act, 
requiring formal approval before a new lot 
would be created, was drafted and passed 
by the Ontario Legislature. At first the Act 
applied only to the more developed parts of 
the Province. On June 26th, 1970, the 
restrictions of The Planning Act were 
made to dfply throughout the Province 
whether or not the local municipality 
whated them to and to all land divisions, no 
matter what size lots were to be created 

So far as it affects the division of land, 
the basic rule of the Planning Act is this: If 
you wish to sell a portion of your land and 
io retain an abutting portion, then you must 
obtain approval. If what you are selling 
touches what you are keeping, you need to 
apply and obtain a severance otherwise 
the deed tht you give to the purchaser will 
not be valid. If you do not get a severance 
when it is by law required, the party who 
buys the lot may be able to register the 
deed you give him but he will not be able to 
mortgage or in all likelihood resell the

land involved. 

The most common exception to the 
severance rule would occur when the land 
owner is selling land which is shown on a 
properly approved plan authorizing sub- 
division. If, for instance, you own the 
whole of two lots as they were set out on 
one of the original plans for a Village, you 
could still sell on one of the original plans 
for a Village, you could still sell one and 
keep one. If on the other hand the land you 
sell is outside a Village plan, this 
exemption would not exist and you would 
be obliged to apply for a severance. 

Perhaps the most common misconcept- 
ion is that if a parcel of land was obtained 
by a separate deed, it can be sold 
separately even if abutting land is to be 
retained. That is not the case. If two 
parcels of land which touch each other are 
now registered to the same owner, it 
simply does not matter if they were 
purchased separately or even years apart. 
If you want to sell one parcel and keep the 
others. The law says you have to apply for a 
severance. } 

On the other hand, it is possible to obtain 
in one deed, lands which could §ubsequent- 
ly be sold in two parcels. For instance, ifa 
farm property is split by a public travelled 
road. that road would form a_ natural 


severance and even if both sides were— 


bought “together, they could be sold 
separately. 


HOW TO APPLY FOR A SEVERANCE 


In both Hastings and Peterborough 
counties, a board referred to as the as the 
Land Division Committee has been set up 
to determine whether or not a particular 
proposal for the division of property or the 
creation of a lot should be granted, granted 
with Conditions, or turned down 

For Hastings County property, the 
required appheations can, be obtained

Sworn applications together with 15 
copies of a reasonable sketch showing the 
approximate dimensions of the land are 
required by both counties. The application 
fee is $50.00, whether or not the severance 
is granted. 

Every severance application is dealt 
with by the Land. Division, Committee 
whose job it is to determine whether or not 
the proposed lot will be appropriate for the 
uses to which it will be put. It is expected 
that a residential lot will be of a fair size, 
reasonably high and dry and suitable for 
a sewage disposal system, and that the lot 
will not be using up productive farm land. 
All new year round lots must have 
appropriate frontage in a travelled road. 

In order to ensure that a lot is 
appropriate the Land Division Committee 
requests and receives comments from the 
local council, the health authorities, the 
Ministry of Agriculture, the Planning 
Board and the Correct road department, 
for this reason, six weeks will often pass 
hefore all the answers are received and the 
decision made. 

The applicant has a right to be present 
and make his best pitch when the case is 
hear. Show:ng up at the hearing to explain

supposedly dangerous foods or drugs 
removed from the market by the Health 
Protection Branch in Ottawa. Many 
substances have been removed from the 
market because they may cause cancer in 
laboratory animals at extremely high levels 
but cigarettes which have been proven to 
cause cancer in humans are still for sale. 

As if this is not bad enough, cancer is 
only the tip of the iceburg as far as health 
dafnage cause by cigarettes. Peptic ulcers, 
heart attacks, chronic bronchitus and 
emphysema disable many more people 
than cigarette induced cancer, and yet not 
mentioning of banning tobacco products 
ever appears. It is glaring errors like this, 
that cause one to question integrity. (Do 
money and government sway regulations?) 

Other changes in lifestyle have to do 
with reduction of obesity, alcohol abuse, 
and reduction of stress. Being over-weight 
is not only uncomfortable -but it also 
aggravates diseases such as arthritis, 
diabetes, high blood pressure ‘and heart 
disease. See, 

Alcohol abuse is an increasing problem 
in society today and in many~ cases is 
related ‘*o stress in today’s society. 
Modifica.ion of these two factors would 
bring about a better level of health as well 
as reduction in the number of social 
problems. 

Preventive Medicine has not been fully 
utilized in the past: and most definitely 
should be encouraged. There will be no 
cost saving from this measure but the 
additional expense it will entail will be 
do'lars very well spent.

YOUR HOME’S 
WATER SYSTEM 


How much water does 
your family use—or need— 
each day? How can you 
make sure you get the prop- 
er amount, with enough 
pressure to allow the use of 
several outlets at. the same 
time? 

if your water source is 
a private well, you should 
have an adequately sized 
water system—including 
pump and accessory equip- 
ment—to make sure that 
fresh water is always avail- 
able, under pressure, for 
immediate use in your home. 

To select a correct size 
pump, you should know,the 
peak water demand in your 
home. The demand (capac- 
ity) in gallons per minute 
should equal-the number of 
water outlets. For example, 
a water system with a ca- 
pacity of 12 gallons per 
minute would be required 
for a modern home with 
two bathrooms, a kitchen, 
an automatic dishwasher, an 
automatie washing machine, 
a laundry tub in the base- 
ment, and two outside 
faucets. 

Your water system 
should be able to deliver the 
required capacity in your 
home continuously for one 
hour. You'll need about 79 


ae. 


gallons per day per person 
for household use, plus 
more for outside use, 

The Ground Water 
Council suggests that the 
first step in getting the right’ 
system for your home is to 
contact a reliable local water 
systems dealer. He may be 
a well driller, a ‘plumber, a 
hardware dealer, or a-home 
appliance dealer. He will 
help you calculate your 
exact water requirements 
based on the facilities and 
appliances in. your home. 

A water system properly 
sized’ for pressure delivers a 
full even flow of fresh water 
simultaneously to a number 
of outlets at all levels in the 
house.

Take Garden Cuttings 


Spring is here. Early spring is the best 
time to take cuttings from overwintered 
garden plants. ee 

R.A. Fleming. Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture , and. Food horticulturist at 
Vineland Station, feels that a keen 
gardener. can achieve good results with * 
cuttings taken from plants such as coleus. 
fibrous begonia, ,impatiens and fuschia. 


“The best cuttings consist of vigorous 
new growth 8-12 cm, with three of four 
well-developed leaves. Root the cuttings in 
moist sand or'a combination of sand, 
perlite or vermiculite mixed with an eaual 
volume of peat moss.” 

‘‘In a bright, moderately warm (15-17 
degrees C) location, rooting should take 
placé“in two to three weeks.” 

-. There is no need to use rooting hormone. € 
The rooting medium should be kept moist, 
but not wet. A greater.degree of success is 
assured if cuttings are dusted with a 
fungicide such as Benamyl of Captan as 


they are taken. 


‘'The next important factor is sufficient 
light. If cuttings do not get enough light, 
they develop soft, weak growth as they 


/strivé to reach the light.” 


When healthy root’ systems are 
established, cuttings should be transplant- 
ed into a good potting soil and allowed to 
grow indoors’ until all danger of trost 1S 
past.

-,An extra item of information has been 
added to Ontario Hydro bills tohelp 
customers measure how well their 
conservation efforts are working. 

Starting this month the revised bill, sent 
to Hydro’s 800,000 rural customers, will 
show a customer's average daily use of 
electricity. The bill, when based on a 
meter reading, will indicate the average 
use of electricity in kilowatt-hours per day. 

The average daily use figure will be 
calculated from individual meter readings 
every three months. 

Ed Kulperger, planning superintendent 
at Ontario Hydro’s conservation division, 
says the figures on the revised bill will 
fluctuate with the seasons. ‘If customers 
keép their bills for a year an@ compare

Kulperger said for years people have 
been. rating the efficiency of their 
automobiles by measuring the miles-per- 
gallon performance.

Firemen’s Expenses” 
Not Tax Deductable 


A private members motion which would 
have considerably assisted volunteer fire 
departments has tailed to pass in the 
House of Commons. 

The bill was intended to amend the 
Income Tax Act and allow volunteer 
fire-fighters to exempt from income tax 
‘ndemnities received in the line of duty. As 
vell the motion provided for them to 
deduct from their income all expenses 
incurred in the exercise of their duties. 

A liberal member of Parliament blocked 
the private motion from coming to a vote. 

‘ Hastings MP, Jack Ellis was one of two: 
consérvative members to speak on the 
bill. He supported it. 

Mr. Ellis explained to the House that he 
and. other members tried previously to. 
petition the Minister of Finance but that 
their attempts had been unsuccessful. He 
stressed the importance of volunteer fire 
forces in small communities and rural 


areas while commending the House's 
attention the excellent volunteer service in 
Hastings and Prince Edward Counties. 

It was revealed during the debate that 
volunteer firemen drive their own 
automobiles to and from the scene of fires 
and wear clothes that they happen to have 
on at the time of the alarm. Of course it 
could be an expensive suit that may well 
require repair and dry-cleaning after the 
blaze has been fought. Each fireman is 
responsible for all these costs personally as 
well loss of shoes, glasses and other 
personal belongings. None of this however 
is as serious as the real risk of injury or 
death while fighting fires at all hours of the 
day and night and in all types of weather. 

Since 1951 volunteer firemen have been. 
allowed a $300 exemption of their income. 

The private motion would have allowed 
this exemption be raised to $100.

Scouts To Plant 


Trees For Canada 


The Beavers, Cubs, Scouts & Venturers 
of the Moira Valley District will be involved 
in the ‘‘Trees for Canada’’ project against 
this year. Last year, trees were planted on 
a site near Roslin, this year, 5,100 trees 
(red pine, white pine, and spruce) will be 
planted on land in the Stirling area. 
Planting date will be May 6. Each year, the 
District Council plans to select a site in one 
of the other areas in the district. 

“Trees for Ganada’’ ‘is an ideal 
opportunity for scouting to do a three-way 
good turn - for the country, for the boy who 
participates and for scouting at all levels. 

Each participant. - boy or leader - 
commits himself to plant a designated 
number of trees. People are asked to 
sponsor the participant at an amount per 
tree for 40 trees in much the same way as a 
walk-a-thon. 

Bernard Ashley, District Chairman of 


‘Trees for Canada’’ outlined that there are 
many benefits to this project. ‘‘The boys 
themselves will: have a first hand 
association with the problems facing our 
ecology. As well, this project is ideally 
suited to reinforce and enlarge Scouting’s 
program in the outdoors and it can be 
directly linked to star and badge work. 
Planting trees also serves the useful! 
purpose of improving ecology in our 
community by providing a habitat for 
wildlife, reducing soll erosion and 
establishing windbreaks. The aesthetic 
beauty of the landscape is also improved.

Also present were two 
AECL marketing representatives. 

Dr. S.R. Hatcher gave an informative 
talk on radioactive waste management, the 
fear of radiation, and AECL’s plans. 

R.G. Hart spoke on AECL’s program for 
managing spent fuel wastes. A question 
and answer period was opened and some 
important points were raised. 

Some highlights of conservation showed 
approximately employment figures: Inter- 
in storage - 100 jobs; Demonstration mine 
- 100 jobs; Surface People - 50-100 jobs. 

These 250-300 jobs on a continuing basis 
would hire about 80 per cent locally. This 
figure could inerease to 1000 ‘jobs if 
expansion or recycling occurs’

For the last three years, I have acted as a judge for 
the Ontario Weekly Newspapers Association annual agri- 
cultural story contests. The award Is sponsored by United 
Co-operatives of Ontario. 

The runner-up for the award this year was a story-and- 
pictures on harvesting Most people--even if they have 
never seen manure, are aware Ahat the old-fashioned 
threshing bees were something to participate in 

Neighbors came from all along the line to help and a 
farmer's wife was judged by the kind of table she set 
for the visiting harvesters. Corn-husking bees were a 
part of the past in this country. Barn-raisings are still 
carried out in the area in which I live where Old Order 
Mennonites gather to rebuild a burned barn. 

This type of neighborhood co-operation has been — and 
still is — a great part of the farming community, But 
it may soon be a thing of the past if bureaucracy has 
its way. 

A new act. Bill 70, now being considered by the provin- 
cial legislature would prevent this spirit of togetherness, 
this. camaraderie, from being displayed on the farms of 
this province. The bill would force farmers to submit 
plans for all construction to the Ministry of Labor for 
approval. If the farmer has any help of any kind in build- 
ing on the farm, he would face a fine of up to $25,000 for 
not complying with the labor ministry's restrictions. 

If these new occupational and safety regulations are 
passed, ‘‘there will be a riot on the farm front,” says 
Peter Hannam, president of the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture. 

And he’s right. 

Ontarions should not stand idly by and let the bureau- 
crats and the politicians legislate this spirit of co-opera- 
tion out of our tradition. It is something that still goes 
on throughout the farming community and should be

~ Issues In 


The Law

Drinking and Driving ? 


in the last few years, the Criminal Code 
has been amended to insure more than 
ever, that for drivers, the last few drinks 
are expensive ones. 

Basically the Criminal Code creates 
three drinking driving offences; driving 


_ while your ability is impaired; driving with 


an unacceptably high level of alcohol in the 
blood stream; and refusing to provide a 


breath sample when reasonably requested 


to do so. In law they are criminal offences, 
dealt with in the Criminal Courts and 
resulting in a criminal conviction. They are 
not just driving offences. 

Impaired driving has traditionally been 
considered. the most serious drivin 
offence and has normally been met wit 
the most stringent punishments. The 
offence is proven when the Crown can 
satisfy the Judge that the person who was 
charged had his ability to drive impaired by 
reason of a consumption of alcohol or a 
drug. Although the result of a breath test 
would normally form an important part of 
the Crown’s evidence, the offence of 
impaired driving can be proven even in the 
absence of a breath test. To enter a 
conviction, the Judge must be satisfied 
from all the evidence that the alcohol or 
drug. consumed actually | affected the 
driver's ability to drive. Evidence of poor 
driving, poor co-ordination, the smell of 
alcohol and slurred speech is usually 
enough. om 

The second drinking driving offence, 
that of having the control of a motor vehicle 
with more than 80 milligrams of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of bl does not require 
that the alcohol consumed be shown to 
have affected the driver's ability. The test 
is more or less a scientific one and as 
long as the officers involved follow the 
correct procedures for obtaining and 
analyzing the breath sample, there 1s very 
little change of fighting the charge. 

Because very few people would take the 
breath test voluntarily, parliament set up 
the third drinking driving offence. Section 
235. of the Criminal Code makes it 
mandatory to provide a breath sample 


when requested to do so by a police officer 
who has reasonable grounds to believe that 
a drinking and driving offence ‘is being 
committed. The refusal to take your breath 
test can result in exactly the same fine, or 
sometimes more that that provided for 
impaired driving or driving with an 
unacceptable level of alcohol in the blood 
stream. ! 

The last two years has been a significant 
increase in penalty for all three drinking 
ela offences. While at least one Judge 
was for a period imposing ten days 
imprisonment upon first 0 enders, the 
normal punishment would be a fine in the 
range of $200.00 to $350.00. For a second 
offence, the Code now provides for a 
minimum period of imprisonment of 
fourteen days. For a third offence, the 
minimum imprisonment period of three 
months is provided. 

For years the Crown was not normally 
requesting a term of imprisonment even 
for second and third offenders. All that has 
changed now and the Ontario Attorney 
General Roy McMurtry has made it clear 
that he expects his Crowns to ask for aterm 
of imprisonment for second and third 
offenders. Barring some technical mix-up, 
drinking drivers who do not learn from 
their first conviction, can now expect lots of 
time to think about learning from their 
second or subsequent ones. 

But it is not only the fine and the 
possible imprisonment which makes 
drinking and driving expensive. Upon a 
conviction a minimum licence suspension 
of three months is now automatic and 
unavoidable. If it is the second time or if an 
accident was involved, the period of 
suspension is increased to six months or a 
year. 

On top of that the insurance company 
gets a crack at you. Usually, rates go uF 
100 per cent for a period of three years. f 
you add that.to the fine, the Court’s costs, 
the lawyer’s costs and the costs of 
arranging another way to get around 
during the suspension, you may well have 
bought a thousand dollar drink.

Ontario expects to tackle a “‘normal”’ 
forest fire season this summer, armed with 
a new space-age lightning Strike locator, 
six mew water bombers and a Provincial 
Fire Centre relocated. up north. 

Frank S. Miller, Minister of Natural 
Resources, said Ontario really hasn't had a 
‘*normal’’ forest fire season since the early 
1970’s' when in an average year 

ximately 1,350 fires would destroy a 
total of 100,000 acres. 

Since 1974 Ontario's often-beleaguered 
forest fire fighters have battled an average 
of twice that number of fires which each 
year have destroyed three times the normal 
acreage of forest. 

(‘Healthy snowfalls, near-normal water 
levels and an almost complete recovery 
from a two-year drought in parts of the 
north indicate the fire situation should be 
back to normal this summer,”’ he said. 

. One area which could pose fire problems 
is a 100-mile wide strip of forest extending 
from just east of White River northeast to

Moosonee. Still suffering the effects of 
drought, the area includes hundreds of 
acres of forest ravaged by spruce budworm 
where the trees are dead, brittle and tinder 
dry. 

Among other improvements in forest fire 
fighting, Mr. Miller described as “‘an 
exciting breakthrough’’ a new computeriz- 
ed lightning strike locator to be operating 
by late June in northwestern Ontario. Fifty 
per cent of the fires west of Thunder Bay 
each year are ignited by lightning. 

The locator system covers northwestern 
Ontario from Lake Nipigon west to the 
Manitoba border, and from the’ Minnesota 
border to approximately 200 miles north. 

Two four feet high antennae at Kenora 
and Ignace are attached to electronic 
digitizers programmed to record only the 
type of strike that causes fires. This 


information is instantly forwarded to the , 


main base at the Dryden fire centre. 
At Dryden, a teletype machine attached 


to the position analyser will instantly print. 
out description of the strike, its strength, |

time, angle and location withing a one 
square mile area. 

‘*Soon we'll be able to not only direct 
detection aircraft right to the strike points, 
but deployment and equipment to hard-hit 
areas in anticipation of trouble,’’ said Dick 
Brady, fire management officer for the 
northwestern region. 

Usually, most fires started by lightning 
storms passing through at night are not 
detected until the next afternoon when 
spotter planes scour huge areas looking for 
‘*smokes’’. 

Mr. Brady said that after this summer’s 
trail run the $30,500 lightning locator 


system - based on the. results of similar 
systems in use in Alaska and the 
northwestern, U.S. should make ‘'a 


tremendous difference’’. in keeping ahead 
of lightning fires. 
Only a small percentage of strikes 
fires, but some areas 
hotspots like Kenora and Atikokan - are hit 
heavily each summer. The Kefora area 
alone had more than 10,000 strikes last 
summer. Unlike human-caused fires, 
lightning strike blazes are usually a fire 
fighter’s headache, remote and inaccess-

Other forest fire fighting improvements 
for this summer include: 
~ Purchase and complete refitting of six 
DeHaviland Otters to be used as water 
bombers. The $1 million winter refit made 
new planes of these 1960-vintage work- 
horses ,which will replace seven Turbo 
Beavers in the Ministry's 49-plane air 
fleet. The Otters can carry 220 gallons of 
water in their pontoons compared to the 


.140-gallon payload of the Beavers. A 


seventh Otter is being temporarily 
sidelined for possible experimental modifi- 
cations. 

- Relocation offthe Provincial Fire Centre - 
the agency whith-edordinates all provincial 
fire fighting manpower, equipment and 
efforts - in Sault Ste. Marie with the 
Provincial, Air. Service. Besides cutting 
costs and reducing administrative duplica- 
tion, the move is expected to improve 
coordination between the centre’s 14-man 
staff and the aviation group. 

-Continued. refinement of a computer 
program which keeps track of thousands of 
pieces of equipment, hundreds of miles to 
hose and active fire fighting crews. 

- $2 million in preparation funds/to cover 
early rental of support aircraft, hiring and 
training of unit fire fighting . crews, 
equipment upgrading and a fire prevention 
public education program. The cost of 
maintaining just one fire-man crew_ is 
$30,000. The total 1978 Ontario forest fire 
fighting budget is $17 millicn. 

- Continued assessment of the Landsat 
ERTS satellite which supplies color-coded 
photographs showing road’ systems, hydro 
right-of-ways, or types of vegetative cover, 
such as upland or lowland conifers. Forest 
fire control coordinators can tell almost 
immediately what type of material is 
burning and how to get to the site when a 
fire breaks out in a mapped area. 

- Use of daily weather and storm movement 
maps from the .U.S. GOES. satellite 
stationed over North America. 

Besides these new developments, the 
ministry has also moyed into two new fire 
centre complexes located at Dryden and 
Thunder Bay airports.

The mporence of physical fitness and 
the benefits of a regular programme of 

- body exercise are recognized by most 
people who are aware of develo ing and’ 
maintaining good health. The three and 
four year old can also benefit from such a 
programme and every child should have a 
daily programme of physical activities. A 
good exercise: programme will help the 
young child stretch and strengthen bones 
and muscles, exercise their respiratory 
system, release emotional tension and so 
on. But more important than that, they can 
actually learn skills, - the skills of balance, 
co-ordination, and Sasic locomotion (run, 
jump, hop, etc.) These skills are learned - 
we are not born with them. 

Learning and developing these skills at 
an early age can influence the three and 
four year olds later physical development. 
They become aware of what their body can, 
do and of the whole range of work and 
expression of which it is capable. It has 
been shown that growth of physical 

abilities can influence and _ stimulate 
intellectual growth. So for your child's total 
wellbeing here are some exercises for 

- developing muscular strength, endurance, 
flexibility and fitness. 
MOTOR DIFFERENTIATION - Head 
rolling - begin with individual head 
movements ie: down, back, to one side 
then to the other. Slowly put these 
movements together until the child can 
establish a smooth rolling pattern. 
TRUNK MOVEMENTS - Feet together, 
hands on hips, bend at waist keeping upper 

_ body straight. Bend left and right. 
TOE TOUCH - Feet together, knees 
straight, bend at hips and touch toes.

He says his first 
step is to learn the personal likes of the 
owner and then correct the trees or shrubs 
already growing on the lot. For instance it 
is unwise to plant a shrub that looks 


attractive now but in thirty years time is too - 
big for the lot and hides the house from © 


view. Many dollars can be spent unwisely 
if a consultant has not been asked for 
advice. : 

Last but not least one should consider 
the zone rating in the area which/oneé is 
living. Since the Peterborough area comes 
under zone 5, A and B persons in the area 


_should only plant evergreens that can 


resist the climate of that zone. The zone 
rating increases the farther south we go, so 
a shrub most suitable for the Apsley area in 
zone 4 would exist in zone 5 but to plant 
one from-zone 6, the Niagara zone to 
Apsley would be unsuitable if one wishes 
‘to ensure the life of a strong sturdy shrub.

Hees Receives 


Last Saturday evening, April 22, at the 
East Northumberland Spsondary School, 
Brighton, Hon. Geo. Hees, Federal MP for 
the old riding of Prince Edward-Hastings, 
sought and won the nomination to 
represent the Conservative Party for the 
new riding of Northumberland. This new 
riding is really the old Northumberland 
which Mr. Hees originally won in 1965. It 
includes all of Hamilton township and runs 
east to take in Trenton, Frankford, Batawa, 
Stirling and the townships of Sidney and 
Rawdon in Hastings county. It includes 
Campbellford, Colborne, Brighton, Hast- 
ings and all of the remainder of 
Northumberland county except Cobourg, 
Port Hope and Hope and a narrow strip 


between Port Hope and Cobourg. 

Mr. Hees was uncontested in his latest 
bid to represent his party and won the 
nomination by acclamation. This was the 
eleventh time the conservatives have 
nominated him their member since his firs! 
election to Parliament in 1950. 

Mr. Hees spoke to the delegates prior to 
their vote of confidence telling them of his 
views concerning a national development 
policy and promising to strive to have such 
a policy passed by the next Parliament. 

His first priority, he said, concerned the 
need for low-interest,. government-backed 
loans to enable young people to get started 
in business and farming and to help 
established businesses. 

He next spoke of the need for industrial 
incentives to convince businessmen to

expand. In similar vein’ he said steps 
should be taken to protect Canadian 
industry from unfair competition from 
abroad. In negotiations now being held ‘at 
Geneva under the world organization 
known as General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, the Canadian government is 
negotiating to reduce Canadian tariffs by 
40 per cent to allow more easy entry of 
Canadian new materials into other 
countries. This, Mr. Hees said, will make it 
harder for Canadian companies to sell 
Canadian products in Canada. he would 
like quotas introduced on imports. 

He went on to speak of his ideas for 
developing a general agricultural policy. 
To maintain prices at a satisfactory level 
for farmers he feels the Government 
should take any farm surplus above what 
the Canadian market can absorb and sell to 
the best export market.

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magical talismans from the natural 
materials they found on the land. They 
carved for pleasure or to communicate with 
the spirit world. The figures were small 
then, large objects being awkward to carry 
across the vast arctic wilderness. 

In the 19th and early 10th centuries 
shalers, traders and missionaries pougnt 
carvings as souvenirs. But relatively few 
pieces were created in those days and they 
were often bartered for aS little as a 
package. of cigarettes. 

With the visit of Canadian artist James 
Houston to villages in the north in the 
1950s the modern history of Inuit art 
began. It was a time of economic hardship 
for the hunters who were then dependent 
on a declining fox fur trade. Houston saw 
great potential in the imaginative carvings 
of stone and ivory: He collected about 
1,000 of these which he sent for exhibition 
in Montreal. Within a few days every piece 
was sold and the reputation of Inuit art 
firmly established. 

‘Today, arts and crafts is the largest 
industry in the North contributing to the 
income of 50 to 80 per cent of the native 
population. 

It is unlikely that Inuit art would have 
flourished, as it has in the last decades, if it 
had not been financially rewarding to the 
artists. For the first time in their existence 
the Inuit had much leisure time to devote to 
their carvings. Encouraged and supported 
by southern buyers, they explored new 
media such as graphics, learned new 
techniques and produced large numbers of

through local co-operatives owned by 
village shareholders. The artist sells his or 
her work to the co-op which in turn sends it 
to a wholesale agency, such as Canadian 
Arctic Producers, in the south. The piece 
may then be sent to a craft store in 
Montreal, a gallery in New York or a 
private collector in Europe. 

The village co-op has often been the 
salvation of arctic communities adjusting 
from a hunting to a cash economy. The 
revenue from carvings and prints 
subsidizes other services that the co-op 
provides such as garbage pick-up, water 
delivery and grocery sales. 

But the art ‘boom has benefitted the 
native people in more than just an 
economic sense. Art is a expression of a 

, culture. Through colorful prints, soapstone 
carvings and embroidered wall-hangings, 
the Inuit record their mythology and 
legends. Through art, the older generation 
passes on its memories of a traditional

off in 1980 and slight growth in 1981. 

Estimates for September 1978 for the 
eight secondary schools. indicate that the 
decline being experienced at this level in so 
many jurisdictions across Ontario will start 
in Northumberland and Newcastle in 
September 1978. Projections by principals 
predict approximately 50 fewer secondary 
students this September. Due to changes 
in course selections within the school 
combined with the lower enrollment, 
several teachers- perhaps 5- could be 
declared surplus this June. 

Five year forecasts for the secondary 
schools in the system show that this initial 
drop in'numbers will increase sharply from 
the September 1977 level. By 1982 the 
effects are estimated to range from three to 
forty percent losses unequally spread 
across the system. 

Schools on the edges of the jurisdiction 
appear to be the most vulnerable. 
Estimatés for Courtice Secondary School, 
East Northumberland Secondary School 
and Campbellford District High School 
project the heaviest losses. Although 
secondary schools in Cobourg and Port 
Hope seem to have the most stable 
numbers, some decline is predicted here as 
well.

with a decline in enrolment which have 
been confronting other boards would also 
occur in Northumberland and Newcastle, 
the Board of Education formed a Task 
Force on Declining Enrolment in January 
of this year. 


Representatives from each of the 
federations, elementary and secondary 
principals, the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, the Secretaries’ Association 
and several trustees comprise the Task 
Force. To date, three meetings have been 
held as the group strives to become more 
conversant with the ramifications of the 
situation while hoping to develop ways and 
means to manage the problems associated 
with the decline. 


Dr. Robert Jackson of the Commission 
on Declining Enrolment toured the 
province examining the problem in various 
areas before submitting his initial report to 
the Minister of Education.
